Director K. 0. Cbolmoley-Jones, of 
the bureau of 
war risk Insurance, 


that a new official circular of infor- 
mation listed as "LD-9" and entitled 
-New 
and Liberal Features of War 


Risk Insurance." Is now Issued. 


The text'of this bulletin 
Is based 


upon the latent amendment to the 
war risk act which permits payments 
in one sura on converted insurance in 
case of death, and enlarges ilie per- 
mitted claw of beneficiaries In the 
case ot both war risk (term) »nd 
converted insurance. 
The circular is printed in booklet 


form, illustrated by chart*, and lias 
an index by the use of which any or- 
dinary question about 
government 


insurance may be readily answered.

booklet may be ob- 


tained by writing to the Bureau of 
War Risk 
Insurance, 
Washington, 


D. C., or upon application to organi- 
zations of former service men aud 
welfare organisations co-operating 


:U the bureau of war risk insur- 


ance. 
Former service men whose insur- 


ance has lapsed or been cancelled, 
and who wish to reinstate it or con- 
vert it. or to effect 
both these pro- 


cesses at the name time, are advised 
to secure a copy of the official form 
described as "LD-5," Good News for 
all Ex-Service Men." which is a com- 
bination of Information sheet and re- 
instatement and conversion blanks, 
the latter to be filled out, detached 
and mailed directly to the bureau. 


Regardless of how long a service 


man has been discharged or how long 
his insurance has lapsed or been can- 
celled, he may reinstate his war risk 
insurance at any time before Jnly 1, 
l92-», or within eighteen months af- 
ter his discharge, if that be a later 
date, and upon payment of only two 
monthly premiums on the amount of 
insurance he desires to reinstate, 
with a satisfactory statement of 
health.
